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EXPORTS MAINTAINED IN THE FIRST HALF OF 1954 


S ANNOUNCED in last week’s Board of Trade Fournal 

(page 105) United Kingdom exports in June, in which there 

were only 24 working days, amounted to {217-7 million. In 
the second quarter exports were slightly less than in the first 
quarter, when there were three more working days, and the level 
of our export trade has remained fairly steady since the beginning 
of the year. ‘The monthly average in the first six months, £224 
million, was 7 per cent. more than the rate in the first half of last 
year. Prices so far this year have averaged about one per cent. 
less than in the corresponding period of 1953, and the volume of 
exports has been about 8 per cent. more, reaching a level about as 
high as in any previous half-year since the war. Most of the 
increase, however, took place in the second half of last year when 
the volume of exports was only two per cent. less than the rate in 
the half year just ended. 

The recorded value of imports increased to {291-0 million in 
June, partly because of the inclusion of aircraft, valued at £7 million, 
received as a gift from Canada. Some of the increase of £10 
million a month in the second quarter compared with the first 
was attributable to seasonal arrivals of raw materials. In the 
first half year as a whole imports averaged £279 million a month 
compared with £282 million in the first half of 1953. Prices have 
been about 4 per cent. lower on the average than in the first half 
of last year, and the volume of imports has been nearly 3 per cent. 
greater. 





Note —These Trade Accounts figures differ from those for visible trade 
in the balance of payments, where imports are entered f.o.b. and insurance 
and freight, in so far as they are paid abroad, are included in invisible 
expenditure. ‘There are also significant differences in timing and coverage 


U between the two sets of figures. 


Re-exports were valued at £8-7 million in June, bringing the 
monthly average for the first half of 1954 to £9 million. The 
excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, valued 
f.o.b., in the first six months averaged {46 million a month compared 
with £64 million and £76 million a month in the corresponding 
periods of 1953 and 1952 respectively. The continuous decline 
in the trade deficit over the past two years has been associated 
with an improvement in the terms of trade (though this has been 
checked in the past few months) ; but whereas the terms of trade 
improved more between 1952 and 1953 than in the succeeding year, 
the fall in the trade deficit was greater between 1953 and 1954. 
In the first half of this year the reduction in the trade deficit was 
mainly achieved through a higher value (and volume) of exports 
than in the corresponding six months of 1953 ; in that period 
the improvement over the first half of 1952 had resulted from a 
reduction in the value of imports. 


World Trade Buoyant 


Rising activity in the United Kingdom and the rest of Western 
Europe in the past year has resulted in an increase in intra-European 
trade and a rise in the volume of Europe’s imports from primary 
producing countries. On the other hand the recession which has 
taken place in the United States and Canada has led to a reduction 
of trade between them and in their imports from the rest of the world. 
These divergent trends, which continued into the early part of 
1954, have resulted in the maintenance of the level of imports by 
the principal manufacturing countries as a whole from the rest 
of the world—consisting mainly of primary producers—and hence 
of export earnings in the coun‘iies concerted. Latin America has 
benefited from -acreased prices for some of her major product- 
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especially coffee, and from a continued high level of petroleum ship- 
ments. The overseas sterling area, however, suffered in 1953 from 
lower prices for some commodities and a reduction in the latter half 
of the year of exports of certain items such as West African cocoa 
and Australian wheat, but export earnings were only slightly lower 
than in 1952. There has recently been some recovery in prices of 
a number of sterling area commodities. 

The buoyancy of earnings by primary producers has enabled many 
of them to allow some increase in their imports. In the first quarter

of 1954 Latin American imports were 8 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier, and those into the rest of the sterling area were 4 per cent. 
higher. ‘These increases and the other changes mentioned above 
have been reflected in the export figures for the principal manufactur- 
ing countries outside North America. Between the first and second 
halves of 1953 the value of German exports of manufactures increased 
by 19 per cent., and this level was maintained in the first six months 
of 1954. Exports of United Kingdom manufactures increased by 
44 per cent. between the two half-years and by a further 2 per cent. 
in the first half of 1954. Exports of manufactures by the other main 
producers of Western Europe increased by 3 per cent. between the 
first and second halves of 1953, but declined slightly in the first 
quarter of 1954. Manufactures (excluding United States special 
category goods) exported by the United States and Canada were 
each about 4 per cent. less in July-December 1953 than in the first 
half of that year, and continued to decline in the first quarter of 
1954 ; but in April/May United States exports recovered substantially. 
The increase in German exports was gained chiefly in Europe and 
Latin America ; but the United Kingdom increased her shipments 
to the rest of the sterling area in the second half of 1953 while main- 
taining her exports to European markets. The fall in exports to 
North America affected the United Kingdom less severely than her 
European competitors. 


Area Pattern of United Kingdom Trade 


Trade with the Sterling Area 


As far as the United Kingdom is concerned the trends described 
have continued with little modification in 1954. Exports and re- 
exports to the sterling area increased a little in the second quarter 
over the first, which already showed a rise of nearly £3 million a 
month over the rate in the second half of last year. For the first six 
months of this year total exports to the sterling area were nearly 
12 per cent. (£12 million a month) more than in the corresponding 
period of 1953. Much of this increase has followed from the successive 
relaxations of import restrictions in sterling countries, particularly 
Australia, in the past year. Comparing the same two periods there 
has been an increase of less than £1 million a month in the value of 
imports from the sterling area so that the trade deficit has declined 
by over £11 million a month—about two-thirds of the amount of 
the decline in the trade deficit with the world as a whole. 


Trade with the Dollar Area 


Perhaps the most interesting feature of our trade with the non- 
sterling area has been the unexpectedly modest effect on our exports 
of the recession in the United States between last summer and the 
spring of this year. In the first half of 1954 exports and re-exports 
to the dollar area averaged £31-1 million a month compared with 
£33-5 million in the corresponding period last year, a fall of little 
more than 7 per cent. Within this total, exports to North America

declined between the same periods by over £3 million a month, or 
12 per cent. ‘Two-thirds of the decrease has been in exports to 
Canada where the effects of the recession on our exports have appeared 
to be more severe than in the United States. Indeed, exports to the 
United States recovered in May and June to about the level of the 
first quarter of last year ; but exports to Canada have so far not shown 
as great a seasonal recovery from the low level usual in the winter 
as might be expected, and continue much below the corresponding 
figures for last year. 

The decline in total exports to the dollar area in the half year

just ended has been more than balanced by a fall in the value of 
imports compared with the corresponding period of last year, from 
£49°4 million to £45:3 million a month, so that the trade deficit 


with the dollar area has fallen by £14 million a month in the same 
period, 


Trade with other Non-Sterling Countries 


Total exports to and imports from O.E.E.C. countries and their 
possessions fluctuated little during 1953, but in the first half of 1954 
both increased. Exports rose sharply in the first quarter and, although 
the increase was not wholly maintained in the second quarter the 
monthly average for the six months was £3 million more than the 
rate in 1953, reaching a level, at over £65 million a month, higher 
than in any previous half year. At this rate exports and re-exports 
almost balanced imports, even on a Trade Account basis ; although 
imports increased in the second quarter of this year by £2 million 
a month over the level maintained with little variation since the 
beginning of 1953. 

Total exports to the rest of the world in the first quarter of this 
year substantially maintained the slight improvement recorded in 
the final quarter of 1953. Most of the increase was, however, lost 
again in the second quarter. Imports from these countries fell in 
the first quarter but recovered in the second almost to the rate in 
the previous half year, but in general our trade with them continues 
at a level much below that recorded in earlier post-war years. 


Commodity Pattern of Trade 
Exports 


_ Our overseas trade this year has been characterized by an increase 
in the value of United Kingdom exports of engineering products ; 
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in the first six months of 1954 they averaged £86} million a month, 
£6 million a month more than in 1953. The relaxation of import 
restrictions in the sterling Commonwealth was of primary importance 
in the achievement of this result, which nevertheless was attained 
despite increasing competition from Germany and a shrinking North 
American market. Exports of engineering products in the second 
quarter of 1954 did not quite reach the very high level of the first 
quarter, however. The recovery in exports of textiles which took 
place in the second half of 1953 has been substantially maintained in 
1954, when the monthly average rate of export was £28 million, an 
increase of £2 million a month above the level in the first half of last 
year. Here again, however, exports in the three months just ended 
were rather below the value recorded in January-March. Exports 
of “‘ other manufactured goods,” which rose by £3} million a month 
between the two halves of 1953, have remained buoyant in 1954 and 
averaged over £40 million for the half year. The increase was 
accounted for mainly by higher exports of chemicals though most 
categories of goods in these divisions took part in the improvement. 

A less satisfactory feature of our export trade in the last six months 
was the fall in the value of exports of metals and metal manufactures,

which had risen by over £1 million a month (44 per cent.) between 
the first and second halves of 1953. A fall of nearly £1} million a 
month took place in January-March of this year and although an 
improvement of almost {1 million a month was recorded in the second 
quarter, the average for the half year as a whole was little different 
from a year ago. 

Exports in the food, beverages, and tobacco class, at over £124 
million a month, contributed £1 million a month to the improvement 
in United Kingdom exports compared with the first half of 1953, 
and there was also a small increase in the value of basic materials 
exported in the six months just ended. 


Imports 


There was little change in the total (over £108 million a month) 
of imports of food, beverages and tobacco for the first half of 1954 
compared with the same period last year. Differences in composition 
arose mainly in the cereals division and in the coffee, cocoa, tea, etc., 
division. Smaller arrivals of cereals at lower prices resulted in a 
value reduction of 36 per cent. (to £12 million a month) in imports 
so far this year compared with a year ago. In the coffee, cocoa, tea 
etc., division, on the other hand, there was little change in quantity 
over the period, but higher prices resulted in a 31 per cent. rise in 
the value of imports, to £17 million a month in January-June this 
year. Increases were also recorded in imports of fruit and vegetables 
(by £1} million a month to a monthly average of over £18 million) 
and in sugar and sugar preparations (by 10 per cent. to nearly £11 
million a month). There was a reduction in tobacco imports of £14 
million a month to a monthly average of £3-3 million in the first six 
months of 1954. 

Falling world prices of primary products have affected the value 
of imports of basic materials, which at nearly £87 million a month 
in the first half of this year were £6 million a month less than in 
January-June 1953. Large shipments of raw materials from the 
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Southern Hemisphere normally arrive in the first six months of the 
year and mainly accounted for an increase in 1954 of £4 million a 
month over July-December 1953. Imports of raw wool, which 
were particularly heavy early in 1953, were nearly £6 million a month 
lower in the first half of 1954, averaging £184 million a month, but 
imports of cotton rose by 24 per cent. to {11 million a month. Pulp 
and waste paper imports also showed a rise of nearly £2 million a 
month compared with a year ago, to nearly £7 million a 
month. Arrivals of wood, which had been low in the early months 
of 1954, rose sharply in May and June following the rapid consumption 
of heavy stocks created last autumn ; nevertheless imports for the 
first half of this year, at £10 million a month, averaged £2 million 
a month less than in the same period last year.

Imports of manufactures in January-June totalled £554 million 
a month, the same as in the previous half year but over £4 million 
a month more than in the first half of 1953. Most categories of goods 
shared in the increase but chief amongst them was the chemicals 
division. The demands of expanding United Kingdom industrial 
production caused rises of over £1 million a month in each of the last 
two half years, bringing arrivals to more than £8 million a month 
in January-June 1954. Imports of paper manufactures and wood 
and cork manufactures have also increased considerably in the past 
twelve months, reaching £4 million and £3 million a month respect- 
ively so far this year. There was a notable reduction, however, in 
imports of iron and steel, which fell by nearly 60 per cent. between 
January-June 1953 and the first half of 1954 when they averaged 
£24 million a month. A substantial fall also occurred in imports 
of non-electric machinery, which declined over the same period by 
£3 million a month to a little more than £6 million a month in 1954. 
In the mineral fuels and lubricants class there was virtually no change 
in 1954 compared with last year. 


Exports of Textiles 


The increase of about 10 per cent. in the value of United Kingdom 
exports of textiles which took place between the first and second 
halves of 1953 reflected a similar increase in world trade in textiles. 
This rise was a reversal of the contraction in trade which had gone 
on for nearly two years previously, particularly in textiles, but in other 
consumer goods also. ‘The recession had been all the more marked 
since the outbreak of the Korean war had stimulated trade to an ab- 
normal extent, especially in those goods, including cotton rayon and 
wool fabrics, required for defence purposes. The demand for textiles 
at that time had induced an expansion in exports from the principal 
sources of supply—the United States, Japan, Western Germany 
and Italy ; and it also contributed to the rapid expansion of production 
in the Indian sub-continent. This expansion and the falling off of 
defence requirements were factors in the contraction in world trade 
in textiles which continued up to the middle of last year. The relaxa- 
tion of import restrictions in some important markets and a fairly 
general increase in consumer demand then led to a recovery in trade 
in textiles to what is, perhaps, a more normal level in present cir- 
cumstances. So far in 1954 world trade has probably levelled off 
slightly below the rate reached towards the end of last year, and this 
applies also to United Kingdom exports. 


Wool 


Although the world’s largest exporter of wool fabrics, the United 
Kingdom was less successful in securing her share of the increase 
in world trade last year than other countries of Western Europe, 
and especially Italy. Comparing the second half of 1953 with the 
corresponding period of 1952, British exports of wool fabrics by

the same rate, Italy’s increased by over 80 
el and those of France, Belgium and the 
Netherlands together by over 10 per cent. The big increase in Italian 
exports was largely to the freeing of the German market and 
increased exports to Egypt. As a result of this expansion by other 
countries, the United Kingdom’s share of world trade in wool fabrics 
fell below 50 per cent 1953 for the first time in the past four years. 
There was a similar tendency in the case of wool yarns, but the 
United Kingdom has by now virtually regained its 1951 share in 
world exports of wool tops, of which she provides almost half. 
Shipments of all wool goods, including tops, blankets and mis- 
cellaneous items as well as yarns and fabrics, continue to make an 
important contribution to total exports. In 1953 wool goods of all 
kinds, other than clothing and carpets, accounted for over £10 million 
a month or nearly 5 per cent. of all exports. In the first half of 1954 
exports have been seasonally rather below the level of the previous 
six months but slightly more than in the first half of last year. 


Cotton 


Between the first and second halves of 1953 there was an expansion 
of about 10 per cent. by quantity in world trade in cotton piece-goods, 
most of which was accounted for by a sharp increase (nearly one 
third) in Japanese exports. Exports from the United States continued 
the decline which had gone on since 1951, but this was more than 
offset by an increase in shipments from India, now the third largest 
exporter in the world, after Japan and the United Kingdom. In 
the first quarter of 1954 there was little change in the pattern of world 
trade, except that Japan increased her lead over other countries 
which barely maintained the level of exports reached in the previous 
half year. 

United Kingdom exports of cotton yarns and fabrics in the first half 
of 1954, at just under £10 million a month, were slightly less than in 
the previous six months but over £} million a month more than in 
the first half of last year. They continue, however, at only two-thirds 
of the level reached in 1951. To a much greater extent than pre-war 
and in the immediate post-war years the cotton industry is dependent 
on sterling markets, particularly Australia, New Zealand and the 
Colonies, which together took more than half our cotton exports 
in 1953. 

Rayon 


As in the case of other man-made fibres, and unlike the traditional 
wool and cotton, world trade in rayon has greatly expanded since 
pre-war ; and in spite of some falling off in 1952, the 1953 figures 
were higher than ever before. In this striking development, Japan 
has so far failed to recover the pre-war volume of her trade. In 1953 
United Kingdom exports of piece-goods more than doubled in quan- 
tity compared with 1937; but the largest increases have been in exports 
from the United States (over ten times the pre-war quantity) and 
Western Germany (nearly seven times pre-war), while France and 
Italy have also greatly expanded their trade. Since 1951 Japan, the 
United States and Western Germany have increased their exports 
but the United Kingdom and Italy have not yet fully recovered 
from the recession in 1952. 

In the first half of 1954 United Kingdom exports of synthetic 
fibre yarns and woven fabrics were slightly more than in the second 
half of 1953 and, at £3} million a month, over £} million a month 
more than in the first half of last year. 


Other Exports 
Engineering exports 


The improvement in exports of engineering products in the first 
half of this year was mainly in road vehicles ; compared with a year 
ago, exports rose by £3 million a month to a monthly average of £234 
million. Motor cars and chassis were the largest contributors to this 
increase, exports averaging more than £10 million a month in January-— 
June, over £1 million a month more than in the first half of 1953. 
Helped by the relaxation of import restrictions in Australia and 
New Zealand, total shipments of cars and chassis to these markets 
doubled over the period, reaching nearly £3 million a month in the 
first half of 1954. Exports of cars to Sweden, now one of our most 
important markets, were also twice as high as a year ago, but reduced 
deliveries to Canada and the United States were a counterbalancing 
factor. Exports of commercial vehicles increased slightly to £24 
million a month, but chassis for commercial vehicles at £3} million 
a month showed a rise of nearly £1 million a month over the first

half of last year, again mainly because of increased shipments to 
Australia and New Zealand. ; 

The second biggest improvement in engineering exports was in 
the non-electric machinery division, where an increase of almost £2 
million a month compared with a year ago brought exports to nearly 
£354 million a month in the first half of 1954. Shipments were higher 
in most categories of goods, but particularly in agricultural and track- 
laying tractors, which averaged £4 million a month in January-June 
against £34 million in the same period last year. Exports of these 
machines to the United States and Australia were higher but were 
offset by reduced shipments to Sweden. Exports of aeroplane engines 
rose to nearly £2 million a month in the first half of 1954, but ship- 
ments of textile machinery and machine tools declined. ; 

In the electric machinery division as a whole there was little change 
compared with a year ago, exports averaging £14°7 million a month 
so far this year. Exports of electric cables, wires, etc., fell by £1 
million a month to a monthly average of £1-8 million, however, 
while electronic valves and radar, etc., apparatus increased to over £2 
million a month. In the remaining categories of engineering products— 
railway vehicles, ships and boats, and scientific instruments, etc.— 
exports were in each case somewhat higher in January-June than in 
the first half of 1953. 


Metals 


Exports of metals totalled £28 million a month in the first half 
of 1954, slightly more than in the same period last year but 3 per cent. 
below the rate in the second half of 1953. Exports of iron and steel 
improved a little to £114 million a month, but non-ferrous base metal 
exports dropped by £4 million a month to a monthly average of £44 
million in January-June, with lower shipments of aluminium and tin. 
Exports of manufactures of metals, after increasing by £1 million 
a month between the two halves of 1953, fell by £0-7 million a month 
to a monthly average of £12 million in the first half of 1954. 


Other manufactures 


Exports of other manufactures as a whole, at £40 million a month 
in the first half of 1954, maintained the increase of £34 million a 
month recorded in the previous half year. Exports of chemicals at a 
monthly average of £164 million so far this year, contributed over £2 
million a month to the rise. Exports of pottery and glass and manu- 
factures of rubber and of paper were also a little higher in the first 
half of this year than in January—June 1953, helped by relaxations of 
import restrictions in the sterling area. 


Mineral fuels and lubricants 


Exports of coal in the first half of 1954 averaged £54 million a 
month, a little less than a year ago although a slight improvement 
had occurred in the second half of 1953. Exports in the petroleum 
division have risen by about £} million a month in each of the last 
two half years and for the first six months of 1954 reached the record 
figure of £7:3 million a month. 


Other Exports 


In the food class, exports of refined sugar were £0°3 million a 
month more in January-June than a year ago and a similar rise was 
recorded in whisky exports. Exports of basic materials, averaging 
nearly £84 million a month, were almost £4 million a month more than 
in either half of last year, with increases in shipments of wool tops 
and waste and raw wool. 


Re-exports 


Apart from a sharp increase in March, re-exports remained fairly 
steady during the first six months of 1954 and at a monthly average 
of £9:0 million were unchanged from a year ago, though nearly £4 
million a month more than in July-December 1953, The higher price 
of tea was reflected in an increase of £0°3 million a month (49 per 
cent.) to a monthly average of nearly £1 million this year compared 
with the first half of last year, though the quantity exported rose by 
only 12 per cent. to 1,681 tons a month. Re-exports of non-ferrous 
base metals also rose by £0°3 million a month to £0-8 million a month 
in the half year just ended and there was a small increase in re-exports 
of raw wool to £1-7 million a month. Re-exports of rubber fell by 
over £1 million a month compared with the first half of 1953, almost 
entirely because of reduced shipments to the Soviet Union. There 
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were also small red 
furskins.

N CONNECTION with the disposal of former Japanese-owned 
Registered ‘T'rade Marks vested in the Custodian of Enemy Property 
for England by the Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) (No. 4) 
Order, 1951 (S.I. 1951 No. 1625), the Custodian will give considera- 
tion to representations made by United Kingdom or other Allied 
persons or companies having an interest in any of the vested marks 
concerned, 

The disposal of such vested marks as are not dealt with under the 
paragraph above will be under the following arrangements :— 


Category (A). Marks registered in Part A of the Register as of a date on or 
before December 8, 1934, any marks associated with these marks, and all marks 
registered in Part B of the Register. 

The Custodian is prepared to receive requests from the former owners or 
their successors in title for a re-assignment of the marks to them. Such 
requests must be made to the Custodian on or before January 21, 1955, and 
should each include a statement of an address for service in the United 
Kingdom, i.e., the name and address of some person or firm in this country 
to which correspondence relating to the request should be addressed. 
Where the request is made by a successor in title, it must be accompanied 
by evidence substantiating his title to the mark. Particulars of all requests 
which it is proposed to grant will subsequently be advertised in the Trade 
Marks Journal. Within a period of three months from the date of such 
advertisement any interested party may lodge with the Custodian an objec- 
tion to the re-assignment of the mark to the party making the request. 
Should the party lodging the objection establish a prima facie case in support 
of it the Custodian will notify the party making the request accordingly. 
In that case, failing an acceptable agreement between the parties concerned 
within a period of six months after such notification, the Custodian will not 
re-assign the mark. ‘The only means of seeking to recover the mark will be 
by an application to the Registrar for a new registration. 

If, in respect of any registered mark, more than one party submits a 
request for re-assignment in proper form, the Custodian will, after the 
respective claims have been examined, either re-assign the mark to one of 
the parties or advise each of them that the only way for him to seek to recover 


* The ratio of import prices to export prices. A rise indicates an adverse movement, 
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the mark will be to apply to the Registrar for a new registration of the mark. 
Any such application to the Registrar will be dealt with in accordance with 
the provisions of the Trade Marks Act, 1938, and the Custodian will be 
prepared to consider applying for the cancellation of the existing registration 
to enable any new registration to be effected. 

In each case of re-assignment under these arrangements the assignee will 
be required to pay the following sums :— 

(i) To the Registrar, the fee prescribed in Schedule 1 of the Trade 
Marks Rules, 1938, for having the assignment(s) recorded in 
the Register of Trade Marks. 

(ii) To the Custodian, his statutory fee which will normally be at the 
flat rate of {£1 per mark to be assigned. 

(iii) The cost of the stamp duty payable in respect of the assign- 
ment(s). 

All marks in this category in respect of which no request for re-assignment 
have been received by the Custodian by January 21, 1955, may, after the 
expiration of a reasonable period and on the application of the Custodian, 
be cancelled from the Trade Marks Register. 

Category (B). Marks registered in Part A of the Register as of a date after 
December 8, 1934, in pursuance of an application for registration made as of a 
date before December 8, 1941. 

Former owners or their successors in title who wish to regain control 
of the marks should apply to the Registrar on or before January 21, 1955, 
for new registrations of the marks. Where the application is made by a 
successor in title, it must be supported by evidence substantiating the title 
of the applicant ; otherwise the existing registration will constitute a bar 
to the new registration being effected. Such applications will be dealt with 
in accordance with the provisions of the Trade Marks Act, 1938 ; and the 
Custodian will be prepared to consider applying for the cancellation of the 
existing registrations to enable any new registrations to be effected. ‘The 
Custodian proposes to apply in due course for the cancellation from the 
Register of all, or nearly all, of the marks then remaining in this category. 


Nothing in this notice shall detract from the Custodian’s right in 
respect of any mark vested in him to refuse to re-assign it or to refuse 
to apply for its cancellation from the Register. 
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Census of Distribution was Much More than a 
Count of Shops and Services 


HE SECOND volume of the Census of Distribution Report 

shows that the Census was not simply a count of shops and total 

sales, but provided a great variety of other information regarding 
the 684,764 retail and service establishments covered. 

Among the subjects treated statistically are : 

The nature of the establishment, distinguishing coal yards, 
market stalls, street traders, etc. from fixed shops ; 

Characteristics of retail business and service trades in large, 
medium and small towns and in the non-urban parts of the 
country ; 

Analysis of the persons engaged in retail and service trades 
between proprietors and employees, full-time and part-time 
and by sex ; 

Types of business offering hire purchase or credit instalment 
facilities ; 

Seasonality of trade in catering establishments. 

For organizations in the retail and service trades the report deals 
with stocks and rate of stock-turn, gross margin, the proportion of 
gross margin taken up by wages and salaries, sales per person en- 
gaged. Each of these subjects is dealt with so as to show how the 
characteristics vary between small and large organizations. 


Tables have been included showing the sales of goods, sales of 
meals and receipts from services in each kind of business, so that, for 
instance, the sales of meals in department stores (£5-1 million) and 
the sales of goods in hairdressers’ establishments (£8-5 million) are 
shown. Moreover, the sales of goods are divided up between the 
different commodity groups distinguished in the census; for instance, 
the £666 million of sales attributed to grocers included £19 million 
worth of fruit and vegetables and £59 million worth of tobacco goods. 


Shops and Other Outlets 


The retail businesses are not all shops. The census found 531,100 
retail (excluding service and motor trade) establishments of which 
467,700 were fixed shops, but the total also includes 22,800 market 
traders, 6,600 street traders, 13,800 yards from which retail sales were 
made and smaller but still considerable numbers selling by other 
methods. The retail shops included 483 self-service shops with the 
high average turnover of £35,000 ; 478 of these establishments are 
classified in the grocery group. 


The businesses of market traders, street traders and house-to-house 
sellers were usually very small. The takings average between £1,000 
and £2,000 a year and most of these businesses only occupied one 
person full-time. The market and street traders in greengrocery and 
fruit had an average turnover of just over £2,000, and nearly half the 
street traders included in the census were greengrocers and fruiterers. 


It is not claimed that all street traders were included. The census 
gives no more than a rough approximation to their numbers ; but it 
shows that their businesses were small, and that for instance in green- 
grocery and fruit, though street and market traders and house-to- 
house sellers were numerous, they were responsible for only a small 
proportion of the total sales. 


Proprietors and Employees 


This report gives a detailed analysis of the persons engaged in the 
retail and service trades, showing how the working proprietors and 
unpaid helpers (members of the owner’s family) were divided between 
male and female, full and part-time, with similar details for employees, 
showing, in addition how many of the full-time male and female 
employees were under 18 years old. 

In retail trading (excluding catering, service and motor trades) 
38 per cent. of the 435,000 full-time working proprietors were women, 
and more than two-thirds of the part-time unpaid helpers were 
women. These include wives of proprietors of one-man businesses, 
giving a helping hand in the shop at busy times. Among the 1,377,000 
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full-time employees in retail establishments, just over half were 
females, but in the under 18 age-group girls outnumbered boys in the 
ratio 5 to 3. Of the 333,000 part-time employees 61 per cent. were 
women. 


These proportions vary considerably in different kinds of retail 
business. For example, in clothing establishments as a whole female 
full-time working proprietors outnumbered males, though males 
predominated as proprietors of footwear businesses. 

The service trades have their own well-marked characteristics. In 
catering, there were nearly as many women proprietors as men, and 
85 per cent. of the employees were women. ‘The motor and cycle 
trade establishments were largely owned and staffed by men, but there 
were 20,000 women full-time employees even in these trades. 

In the figures just given (from Table 1) all types of businesses, 
whether large or small, run by working proprietors or by salaried man- 
agers are included. ‘Ihe number of working proprietors is seen to be 
high, even though salaried directors and managers are not included 
in these figures but are counted as employees. 

In two of the tables (27 and 28) the organizations with working 
proprietors are separated from the rest, and a subdivision by turnover 
is shown, counting each multiple organization or co-operative society 
as a single unit. ‘The organizations run by proprietors outnumbered 
those run by salaried directors or managers by more than 10 to 1 in 
the retail trade and roughly the same proportions or even higher 
proportions in the service trades. Businesses managed by the pro- 
prietors accounted for 45 per cent. of the total turnover in retail trade, 
and a fair number of these were large or multiple businesses. 


Variability of Gross Margins 


In many of the tables establishments and organizations are grouped 
by the amount of sales. ‘This gives interesting results when the gross 
margins as a percentage of sales, the ratio of wages and salaries to 
gross margin, or the sales per person engaged are available for com- 
parison, as in Tables 24, 28 and 29. 

It was found that in many kinds of business the gross margin repre- 
sented as a percentage of sales or receipts was above the average in 
very small businesses, was at a minimum in medium-sized businesses 
and tended to rise again in the largest organizations. 


Grocers, for example, showed an average gross margin of 14-7 per 
cent. of sales, but businesses with takings between £2,500 and under 
£5,000 and £5,000 and under £10,000 a year had average gross 
margins of 12-4 per cent. and 12-5 per cent., while the large organiza- 
tions (mainly multiple) with takings of over £250,000 had gross 
margins averaging over 17°5 per cent. This does not necessarily 
imply, as might be imagined, that the cost of distribution through 
large retail organizations is higher than the cost in medium-sized 
organizations. ‘The very large organizations often buy direct from 
the manufacturer in large quantities and perform the functions of a 
wholesale distributor by means of their own staff, warehouses and 
transport. ‘The gross margins of these businesses therefore often have 
to cover costs which are not incurred by smaller businesses buying 
through wholesalers. ‘The advantage gained by the large business 
buying direct from manufacturers cannot be wholly passed on to the 
customer because of the cost of the wholesaling functions performed 
within the large retail organization. 

Apart from the variation of gross margin with size of business there 
is usually considerable variation in the gross margins attained by 
businesses of the same kind and size. Figures to show the extent of 
this variation are given in Table 30. 


Wages Costs in Retail and Service Trades 


The ratio of wages and salaries to gross margin is fairly uniform 
through all the different kinds and sizes of retail business. These 
figures are not calculated for businesses which had working proprietors. 
For ‘‘ managed "’ businesses the figures appear in Table 28. Omitting 
the very small businesses it is found that for retail trade the wages and 
salaries took up between 43-9 per cent. and 52-2 per cent. of the gross 
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margin and the average for all the retail businesses for which the in- 
formation is available was 45-8 per cert. In the food trades the 
average was often higher than this, reflecting the high man-power 
cost of the many small transactions which make up the turnover of a 
food shop. In off-licences it was a good deal below the average. For 
clothing as a whole wages took up about 42 per cent. of the gross 
margin. 


In hardware shops the wages took over 50 per cent. of the gross 
margin, except in the largest businesses, and the cost in wages and 
salaries of running a chemists’ business was also high in relation to 
the gross margin. 


In the service trades the business outgoings for goods for use in 
the business and for sale may be small in comparison with the takings ; 
the gross margin consequently tended to be high. Wages and salaries, 
however, usually took up a large part of the gross margin. In hair- 
dressers’ businesses, for example, the gross margin, including both 
men’s and women’s hairdressers, was 70 per cent. more or less, but 
over 60 per cent. of the gross margin, or from 40 per cent. to 45 per 
cent. of the receipts, was taken up in wages and salaries. 


Sales of Commodities and Provision of 
Secondary Facilities 


In this volume all available information has been given about the 
secondary activities of the organizations concerned, ‘Tables 4 and 20 
show for each kind of business how much of the total described as 
“sales ’’ was derived from sales of goods, how much from catering, 
and from other services and as remuneration for sub-post office work. 

. Tables 21 and 22 show the totals reported as sales on trade terms, 
i.e, they give a measure of the sales not made to members of the public 
for personal and household use, by organizations whose primary 
business is retailing. ‘Table 23 assembles the available information 
about sales of different classes of goods by different kinds of retailers. 
This table is the only one in the census report giving figures which 
have been built up by estimations carried out in the Census Office. 
Businesses whose turnover was less than £5,000 were not asked on the 
census forms to give details of their turnover in different kinds of goods. 
By examining the forms for the larger organizations on which this 
information was provided, a general picture of the commodities sold 
in each kind of business was constructed, and the figures given in the 
table, covering all the businesses, are based on the assumption that 
small businesses do not differ greatly from the larger ones in the 
composition of their sales. 


From this table the reader can discover how much of one com- 
modity (e.g. tobacco goods) is sold in a given kind of business (e.g. 
greengrocers or off-licences). ‘The table gives a picture of the make-up 
of sales of goods in each kind of business. For department stores, 
for instance, women’s, girls’ and infants’ wear and drapery goods 
made up 41 per cent. of the sales, while household textiles accounted 
for 18 per cent., men’s and boys’ wear 9 per cent. and furniture and 
bedding 7 per cent. ‘Table 20 shows that sales of meals and refresh- 
ments amounted to only 2 per cent. of the sales of goods by depart- 
ment stores, and other services were just under 2 per cent. 


Towns of Different Sizes 


In an earlier article (Board of Trade Journal, August 29, 1953) 
attention was called to the great difference between the shopping 
facilities in towns of the same size. In this volume there is less geo- 
graphical detail, though the main characteristics, particularly details 
of persons engaged and the remuneration of employees, sizes of estab- 
lishments and form of organization (i.e. number of establishments 
making up the organization) are shown for Scotland, Wales and the 
Standard Regions as well as for Great Britain as a whole. 


There are two tables setting out some particulars of the retail and 
service establishments in towns of different sizes (Tables 7 and 10). 
These tables are intended to facilitate investigation of the variation 
in the nature of the shopping facilities between small, medium and 
large-size towns, and the country districts ; the fact that shopping 
facilities in towns may differ a good deal owing to circumstances un- 
connected with the size of the population is here ignored. Table A 
below is a summary to show how total sales in businesses of the main 
types as a percentage of total retail sales varied as the size of the 
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town varied. It shows that the sales of food in any given size-group 
of towns was a roughly constant proportion of the total retail sales 
except in towns of less than 50,000 population and that it increased 
as the size of the town diminished. ‘The clothing shops took about 
20 per cent. of the total retail turnover in towns above 50,000 
population, except for Greater London, where it was 18 per cent., 
but the smaller towns show a smaller proportion of sales in clothing 
shops, and, as would be expected, very much less in the General 
Group which includes department and variety stores. Sales in the 
hardware group, which includes radio and television and electrical 
goods, achieved their highest share of the retail takings in the very 
small towns with population between 2,500 and 10,000. Catering 
and Motor Trades are not shown in Table A, but catering receipts 
were roughly one-twentieth of retail receipts except in Greater 
London where the proportion was higher. Motor trade takings varied 
very little by size of town, but accounted for a notably higher propor- 
tion of retail receipts in the country districts. 


Table 10 of the Report deals with the distribution of branches of 
multiple organizations in towns of different sizes. The summary in 
Table B below shows the proportion of retail trade done through the 
branches of the very large multiple organizations (those with over 100 
branches, but excluding co-operative societies). 

It appears that large multiples as a whole accounted for much the 
same proportion of total retail sales in towns of every size, but that 
their position was not so strong in the non-urban districts. 


Examination of the detailed figures shows, however, that in the 
smaller towns up to 25,000 population about one-third of the mul- 
tiples’ turnover came from grocery establishments, whereas in larger 
towns the proportion was one-fifth or one-sixth. 


In the country as a whole, about one-fourth of the sales of large 
multiples arose in the multiple footwear and clothing establishments, 
but in the smaller towns up to 25,000 population the proportion was 
one-fifth or less. 


These differences possibly arise from a tendency of consumers 
living in small towns to make routine household purchases near home 
but to travel to larger towns for special purchases made less frequently, 
a tendency which might be expected to influence the policy of multiple 
organizations in opening branches. 


Sales per Person Engaged 


The amount of sales per person engaged is a figure which the 
individual retailer can calculate readily for his own business. One 
of the tables (No. 29) in this volume enables him to comapare the 
result with other businesses of the same kind and size. In retail 
businesses as a whole, the sales per person engaged were above £1,520 
a year in half and below this figure in half the individual businesses. 


For particular kinds of business the sales per head usually increased 
with the size of the business, but there are some kinds of business in 
which the figure fell off again for very large organizations. This 
occurs noticeably in the figures for grocers and tobacconists. The 
larger retail co-operative societies achieved less turnover per head 
than the small ones. 

In considering these results it should be borne in mind that in the 
calculation part-time workers were included on the same basis as full- 
time, so that in the smaller businesses, where part-time help plays 
a larger part, the average sales per person engaged is correspondingly 
reduced. In the larger businesses, where transport workers, ware- 
housemen, and even productive workers are on the payroll, the sales 
per head are correspondingly reduced; this may account for the 
falling off noted above. 


Methods Used in Compiling the Report 


In the introduction to the volume an account is given of the methods 
used in taking the Census and preparing the Report. This will enable 
readers who wish to use the census report in detailed researches to 
estimate the reliability of the figures given in the tables. The general 
principle followed has been to base the tables on actual figures given 
in census returns, but to give the user of the tables every help towards 
estimating the degree of accuracy attained in the first census. For 
the same reason the introduction contains notes on each table, to 
guide the reader towards a true appreciation of the figures.

Business Efficiency Exhibition to 


Show Changes in Office Life 


THE EXTENT to which office life in this country has changed in 

30 years will be demonstrated on September 27 when the Lord 
Mayor of Manchester, Alderman R. S. Harper, will open Britain’s 
national Business Efficiency Exhibition at the City Hall. 


The ceremony will be held almost exactly 32 years after the late 
Field-Marshal Earl Haig opened the first “‘ B.E.E.”’ in the City’s 
Free Trade Hall in September, 1922. At the first exhibition there 
were 45 firms occupying 4,832 square feet. At the 1954 one there 
will be double that number occupying between 35,000 and 40,000 
square feet. 

On show will be electronic “ brains,” one of the simplest of which 
will multiply such amounts as 14s. 7-86d. by 83-45, check the answer 
a different way, and record it in half a second; machines which will 
count any type of coin—round, square or twelve-sided—at a rate of 
2,000 a minute; and all-electric book-keeping machines with which all 
the operator has to do is to enter amounts and descriptions. Among 
the latter will be machines which do all the computations, both 
addition and subtraction, in cross computing registers and print 
balances automatically. In addition there will be all-electric type- 
writers, microfilm cameras capable of photographing 40,000 cheque- 
sized documents an hour, electric duplicators which reproduce 
documents at a rate of 100 copies a minute, note and label counting 
machines which operate at 50,000 an hour, and letter openers which 
will deal with 500 a minute. 


The exhibition is being organized by the Office Appliance and 
Business Equipment Trades Association. 
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Ministry of Materials to be Closed 
Next Month 


N THE House of Commons on July 15, the Prime Minister, Sir 

Winston Churchill, made a statement about the transfer of the 
remaining functions of the Ministry of Materials to the Board of 
Trade. 

He said that a draft Order in Council dissolving the Ministry of 
Materials and transferring its remaining functions to the Board of 
Trade from August 16 had been laid before both Houses of Parliament 
that day. 

This step had been made possible and desirable by the progress 
which Lord Woolton, the Minister of Materials, and his predecessors 
had made in bringing to an end public trading in industrial raw 
materials. Within the space of the last 18 months or so, the trade in 
lead, zinc, aluminium, copper, magnesium, hemp, sulphur, pyrites, 
tungsten, raw jute and cotton had been restored to private hands and 
the restoration of the timber trade had been completed. ‘To dis- 
mantle these large and diverse trading structures and dispose of the 
terminal stocks had been a formidable operation, but by the end of 
this financial year the great bulk of these disposals would have been 
effected at fair market prices and without, so far, any serious dis- 
turbance to trade. Nearly 1,400,000 tons of the above materials— 
excluding cotton—to a sales value of about £125 million would have 
been disposed of, including the transfer to reserves of substantial 
quantities of vital strategic metals. 

The absorption of the Ministry of Materials by the Board of 
Trade would, of course, result in economies in administration, as 
reorganization became effective. But the functions to be transferred, 
although not extensive enough to justify any longer a separate 
Department, were of great importance—for example, the management 
and custody of the immensely valuable strategic stockpiles of 
materials--and care would be taken to provide the staff needed for 
the efficient discharge of these responsibilities. 

This achievement was creditable to all concerned and fully justified 
the time and care required in winding up the Ministry. 


Derequisitioning in May and June 


URING May and June the Ministry of Works derequisitoined 

approximately 113,000 square feet of accommodation previously 
occupied by the Government. Twenty-two properties or parts of 
properties were handed back to owners or former occupiers. 

Majority of premises released were outside London area. Among 
the largest was a 33,640 square feet garage in Pilrig, Edinburgh, and 
a building known as The Old Maltings, Newark, Notts., of 12,000 
square feet, formerly used as an egg store. Other releases included part 
of a factory (7,720 square feet) in Daybrook, Notts.; Springfield 
Works, Salford (5,600 square feet); and a slaughterhouse (3,410 square 
feet) in High Street, Evesham, Worcs. 

In London, four houses totalling approximately 10,500 square feet 
were given up, and among other property handed back were part of a 
garage in Norfolk House, S.W.1 (3,368 square feet), and office space 
in Ibex House, Minories (2,735 square feet). 


Import Duties Exemptions Order 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Exemptions) 
(No. 5) Order, 1954, which enlarges the scope of the Second Schedule 
to the Finance Act, 1934 (which lists the goods for use in the con- 
struction or repair of the boilers or propelling machinery of ships 
or of the accessories of such boilers or machinery which may be 
imported free of the duty chargeable under the Import Duties Act, 
1932) by extending paragraph 5 of that Schedule to include forged 
goods and cylinder heads (whether forged or cast), and by adding 
two further items as paragraphs 7 and 8. 

The Order comes into operation on July 26, 1954, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1954, No. 969. 
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Report of Committee on Duty-Free 
Entry of Machinery Published 


ON March 19, 1953, the President of the Board of Trade announced 

the appointment of a Committee under the Chairmanship of 
Sir Henry Wilson Smith to consider and report on the duty-free 
entry of machinery into the United Kingdom. The Committee 
(known as the Wilson Smith Committee) has now issued its report.

Interim Index of Retail Prices 


AT June 15, 1954, the official index figure,* which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the 
base date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 142, compared with 141 
at May 18, the Ministry of Labour and National Service announce. 

The rise in the index during the month was due mainly to increases 
in the average prices of tomatoes, eggs, cooking apples and green 
vegetables and to higher prices for coal in London and the South 
of England.

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Success of First Production Exhibition 


UMMING UP the first Production Exhibition and Conference 

held at Olympia from July 7 to 14, Sir Walter Puckey, President 
of the Exhibition, and of the Institution of Production Engineers, 
which sponsored the enterprise, said it was his personal estimate that 
well over 30,000 people had visited Olympia. ‘This included not only 
heads of departments, but large parties of work people and apprentices 
from places as far away as Scotland and Wales. 

The exhibition was not normally designed to be a “ selling ”’ one, 
but in fact many exhibitors had reported good business. One firm 
had taken orders for two years ahead. In the field of technical 
education, a well-known college had booked students for its courses, 
running months ahead. One of the smallest firms in the exhibition 
started off on a “ shoe-string,” and, to quote the word of one of its 
officers, “‘ this Exhibition has almost ensured their future.” 

One interesting thing the exhibition had confirmed was that even 
the best of firms may learn from others, and a number of companies 
had, through Olympia, arranged works visits to share their ex- 
periences with companies in other fields. 

Sir Walter said that the President of the Board of Trade had told 
him how glad the Government was to help, but they desired, like all 
Governments, to stay in the background as much as possible. It was 
significant that Her Majesty’s Government had taken such a keen 
interest in what the exhibition had tried to do, and they were proud 
that so many members of the Government had honoured them by 
their presence. He included in this list Sir Walter Monckton, who 
performed the opening ceremony, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, Sir David 
Eccles, Mr. Heathcoat Amory, and the Parliamentary Secretaries of 
the Board of Trade, the Ministry of Supply, the Ministry of Labour 
and the Ministry of Education, and finally—the greatest encourage- 
ment of all—when they were given the patronage of His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Edinburgh some time ago. 

During the course of the exhibition, visits had been made by 
delegates from the European Productivity Agency, including repre- 
sentatives from France, Germany, Belgium, Holland, Norway and 
Greece. 

Approximately 400 firms representing every kind of manufacturing 
interest had sent parties of 20 or more, including foremen, operatives 
and trainees to the exhibition,

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Wholesale Prices in the First Half of 1954 


HERE WAS a significant rise in the wholesale prices of many 

commodities in the first half of this year. Prices of most important 

basic industrial materials took an upward turn in March 1954 and 
this was maintained in the second quarter of the year. Prices of 
industrial coal, iron and steel and a number of intermediate textile 
products also rose appreciably between December 1953 and June 
1954. Producers’ prices for most of the finished consumer goods for 
which indices appear in this series continued, however, to remain 
comparatively stable. 


Materials Used in Industry 


In February of this year, the basic materials index reached its 
lowest level since August 1950, after two years of almost uninterrupted, 
but latterly very slight decline. In March, however, the index turned 
upwards and by June it was 3:3 per cent. above its February level; 
the increase between December 1953 and June 1954 was 2:3 per cent. 
Higher raw wool (up 6-3 per cent.) and raw cotton prices (up 8-4 per 
cent.) played a major part in causing this increase. It should be noted, 
however, that wool prices were falling at the London sales in the 
early weeks of July. Other important commodities contributing to 
the increase in the basic materials index included rubber, prices of 
which rose by as much as 10-9 per cent., imported softwood, various 
non-ferrous metals and woodpulp for paper making. ‘The effect on 
the basic materials index of these and other price increases 
was partly offset by reductions in the prices of a number of 
items including linseed oil (down 40-3 per cent.), hides and skins 
(the combined index for native and imported items fell by 1-7 per 
cent.), imported hardwood (down 2:4 per cent.) and crude sulphur, 
prices of which fell by 6-9 per cent. The trend of the basic materials 
index and of some of the more important commodities included in it 
is illustrated at chart 1 opposite. 


After remaining fairly stable in the first four months of the year, 
prices of materials used in the mechanical engineering and electrical 
machinery industries rose in the following two months, bringing 
the respective June 1954 indices to levels 2:2 and 1-7 per cent. above 
those of December 1953. ‘These increases in the first half of 1954 
were mainly due to higher prices for iron and steel (up approximately 
2 per cent. on average) and for most non-ferrous metal items, in- 
cluding tin ingots (up 12°3 per cent.), copper (up 2-7 per cent.), 
aluminium (up 4:0 per cent.), lead (up 7:3 per cent.) and zinc (up 
7-5 per cent.). The movements of these two indices and of some of 
their constituent items are shown at chart 2 on page 166. 

The indices for materials used in building and civil engineering 
and in house building both rose between December 1953 and June 
1954, by 1-0 and 1°6 per cent. respectively. ‘These increases compare 
with very slight falls in both indices in the second half of last year. 
The major cause of the increase was an upward movement in the 
prices of most types of bricks during the period, common and facing 
bricks of both the fletton and local varieties having risen in price by 
between 1 and 4 per cent. Increased prices for such other materials 
as imported softwood, sand and ballast, sinks and sanitary ware, lead, 
zinc, cement and joinery, more than offset reduced prices for a few 
items including paint (down on an average by 2°8 per cent.), imported 
hardwood and cast concrete goods. The movements of the two 
building materials indices and of a few of their more important 
constituent items are illustrated at chart 3 on page 166. 


Consumer Goods and Other Commodities 


Between December 1953 and June 1954 producers’ prices of most 
of the consumer goods for which indices are published in this series 
remained comparatively stable.

Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 1949 — 100) 


1. ‘The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. ‘The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance ; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 

2. The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
covers thirteen months only. Available index numbers for previous 
months, or for commodities no longer published every month, can 
be obtained on application to the address below. 

3. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available 

4. ‘The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products 
transferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. 
Similarly, in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities 
produced by United Kingdom industries, products transferred 
between firms within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports 
are included where these are available. 

5. The indices for commoditics and groups 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ “ ex- 
works ” prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver,

in which case “ delivered ’’ prices are used. ‘The prices are exclusive 
of purchase tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 

6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 


7. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. Changes, from July 1953, in the presenta- 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained in the issue of 
July 18, 1953. 

8. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manufacturing industry 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on June 16, 1951. Details 
of the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for the 
electrical machinery and mechanical engineering industries and 
building and civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal 
on September 16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, res- 
pectively. It is not intended at present to publish in the Board of

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Continued Increase in Paper and Board Production 
in First Quarter of 1954. 


RODUCTION of both paper and board reached record post-war 
levels in the first quarter of this year, but this period was un- 
affected by the Easter holiday which fell in April. With the 
exception of esparto grass, stocks fell during the quarter to levels 
from 5 to 25 per cent. lower than a year earlier, the fall in total 
amounting to over 15 per cent. 
Total paper production in the first quarter was 5 per cent. higher 
than in the previous quarter and 24 per cent. higher than a year

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


THURSDAY JULY 15 


Liberalization of Trade with the United States and Canada 


Asked the present percentage of liberalization of our trade with the 
United States of America and Canada, and what further licensing 
restrictions on imports from Canada had been lifted since his visit 
to that country, the Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. 
Heathcoat Amory, replied that about half our imports from Canada 
and the United States were free from import restrictions. No 
restrictions on imports of which Canada was an important supplier 
had been removed since the President returned from Canada. It 
was our intention to relax existing restrictions as and when our 
balance of payments situation allowed. Since a similar question 
was asked on May 27, we had, among other measures, made arrange- 
ments for imports by private traders of North American cheese, and 
canned salmon which benefited Canadian suppliers. 


MONDAY JULY 19 


Proposed New Factory for Plastics Materials 


The President was asked what information he had to give about the 
new industry which Monsanto Chemicals Limited were contemplating 
setting up in the Wrexham area, in view of the fact that the firm 
would be experimenting in the manufacture of materials for plastics 
which otherwise had to be imported from dollar countries. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of ‘Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, replied that he understood that this company intended to 
expand their activities by erecting plants to manufacture maleic 
anhydride and styrene butadiene resins, appreciable quantities of 
which were at present imported from the dollar area. ‘The maleic 
anhydride plant would be constructed at the company’s factory at 
Ruabon ; the location of the other plant had not yet been decided. 


Administration of Government Flax Factories 


Asked, as representing the Minister of Materials, what changes 
were being made in the administration of the Government flax fac- 
tories, and for what reasons, the Minister of State, Board of ‘Trade, 
Mr. I), Heathcoat Amory, replied that the agreements with agents 
at present operating certain flax mills on behalf of the Ministry of 
Materials terminated on July 31. From August 1 these mills would 
be transferred to the direct control of the Ministry to facilitate changes 
in the flax scheme necessary for economy. 


TUESDAY JULY 20 


New Factory Space in Scotland 


Mr. Strauss said that according to the latest information available 
to the Board of ‘Trade, the area of new factory space provided in the 
developing coalfield areas of East and West Fife, Alloa, the Lothians 
and Ayrshire in each of the last five calendar years was as follows :— 

1949 68,000 sq. ft. 

1950 53,000 

1951 39,000 

1952 231,000 

1953 139,000 
530,000 


‘Total 


These figures related to new factories and factory extensions of 
over 5,000 sq. ft. for which Industrial Development Certificates had 
been issued. ‘They did not include new buildings and extensions 
approved for the National Coal Board. 

It was impossible yet to say what factory space would be provided 
this year. The Board of Trade would continue to consider sym- 
pathetically applications for Industrial Development Certificates for 
these areas and to bring their advantages to the notice of suitable 
industries. 


East-West Trade Talks 


The President was asked on what dates the Consultative Group 


Co-ordinating Committee on East-West trade had met since his 
official talks with Mr. Stassen ; what problems remained to be 
solved ; and if he could now say when he would be able to make a 
statement on the relaxation of strategic controls. 

Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that the Co-ordinating Committee 
on East-West trade had been almost continuously in session for 
several weeks now. As to the other parts of the question, he was not 
in a position to add to the statement made by the President on 


July 13. 
Factory Buildings in Wales and Great Britain 


Asked how many approvals by his department of new factory 
buildings and extensions there had been in Wales and in Great 
Britain, respectively, during the first quarter of 1954, Mr. Strauss 
replied that he assumed the questioner was referring to the number 
of Industrial Development Certificates, There were 15 in Wales 
and 612 in Great Britain. 

Export Subsidies in Overseas Countries 


A questioner in the House of Lords asked Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment if they contemplated any retaliatory action with regard to export 
subventions at present being used by various countries either by way 
of differential rates of exchange or more particularly with regard 
to direct export subsidies being granted by France to her exporters 
in competition with exports not so assisted from the United Kingdom. 

The Board of Trade spokesman in the House of Lords, Lord 
Mancroft, replied that Her Majesty’s Government did not at the 
present time contemplate any retaliatory action, As the questioner 
would be aware, our policy had been directed to securing the with- 
drawal of export subsidies by the countries which applied them. To 
this end, we had taken the lead in arranging for this question to be 
examined in the Organization for European Economic Co-operation 
and we were presently considering whether to raise it in the forth- 
coming review of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 
We were also ready in all appropriate cases to discuss the matter 
direct with other Governments. In this connection, the questioner 
would no doubt have noticed, with satisfaction, the text of the recent 
joint statement made by the Chancellor of the Exchequer and the 
German Minister of Economic Affairs. 


Exports to Canada 


Asked if, following the visit to Canada by the President of the Board 
of ‘Trade, the Government could announce any action or plans to help 
expand exports of metal products to Canada to replace in part the 
present approximate 80 per cent. or some $800 million in such 
categories imported annually from the United States of America ; 
and further, what proportion of the Canadian home market was 
thought reasonable should be retained for their own producers, 
Lord Mancroft replied that as the questioner would appreciate, the 
industries of this country were free and they made and announced 
their own plans. 

United Kingdom metal products ranged from heavy capital equip- 
ment to light consumer goods. Our opportunities in the Canadian 
market were many, the field was wide open to us, and, indeed, our 
engineering industries were most active in that market. ‘There were, 
of course, certain difficulties but many of these could be solved by 
persistent salesmanship and by careful study of the requirements 
of the Canadian market on the part of our exporters, assisted by the 
growing awareness on the part of Canadians that it was in their own 
interest to increase their purchases from the United Kingdom. 

The President of the Board of Trade lost no opportunity to stress 
this during his recent visit, and he could assure the questioner that, 
for their part, Her Majesty’s Government were giving all the advice 
and help they could to exporters in overcoming any difficulties as 
they arose. 

With regard to the second part of the question, he would not 
think it appropriate for Her Majesty’s Government to say what 
proportion of the Canadian market should be retained for Canadian 
producers.

It should help to clear up the uncertainties and mis- 
understandings so often caused by language differences, and to avoid 
costly mistakes and disputes.

Prospects for Britain’s Tourist 
Industry 


LTHOUGH Coronation year set new records for Britain’s tourist 

industry, the British Travel and Holidays Association, Queen’s 
House, St. James’s Street, London, S.W.1 is confident that even more 
overseas visitors will come to our shores this year. 

Looking to the future in its twenty-sixth annual report, the Associa- 
tion says, ‘‘ A target of at least one million overseas visitors a year is a 
practical possibility. There is no reason why this target should not be 
achieved.” 

The report states that Britain welcomed 819,000 visitors in 1953. 
This figure represented an increase of about 12 per cent. on 1952 and 
an increase of not less than 70 per cent. on 1937, the year of the 
Coronation of King George VI. 

Earnings from tourism, including fare payments to British carriers, 
totalled £126 million in 1953, an increase of about 10 per cent. on the 
1952 earnings. 

Dollar traffic continued to account for a substantial portion of tourist 
business ; of the £126 million total tourist receipts, about £36 million 
was from the United States visitors. 

The report points out that European traffic is almost as important 
from an economic point of view as dollar traffic, since the European 
Payments Union provides for trade deficits with European countries 
to be settled in gold and dollars. 

“ There is still plenty of room for enterprise to attract new business 
from the tourist and holiday market in this country and abroad,” the 
report says. 


Mechanical Engineering Research in 1953 


The Government’s decision to resume, after a two-year interval, 
the programme of expansion planned for the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research after the war will mean the completion of 
the major part ef the building programme for the Mechanical En- 
gineering Research Laboratory at East Kilbride. The Report of the

previously held by the Ministry of Materials after allowing for the 
stocks retained as a strategic reserve, calculated at the same prices, 
Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that including a provision for interest, 
administration and storage charges, there would be a loss of the pro- 
bable order of £25 million. This figure, of course, contained a forecast 
for the current financial year. ‘Transfers to strategic reserves were 
made at the market price ruling at the date of transfer.

Ethiopia Has Great Potentialities and Offers Widening 
Opportunities to British Exporters 


His Imperial Majesty Haile 
Selassie, who is to visit 
Britain in October, at the 
demonstration on Addis Ababa 
Airport of the new Heron 
four-engined aircraft that De 
Havilland’s sent for his inspec- 
tion. 


The Commercial Secretary to Her Majesty's Embassy in Addis Ababa has written the following article for the Board of Trade Journal. 
The Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to 
answer any questions arising from the article, 


RESTER JOHN and the Queen of Sheba; a gallant stand 

against Fascist aggression in the 30’s; and the redemption of a 

British pledge by the country’s liberation from Italian occupation 
in 1941—not much more than these are the associations brought 
to the average mind by the mention of Ethiopia. Little is known, 
and too little account is generally taken, of the swift renascence of this 
country’s war-shattered economy, of the steady progress in the 
building up of export trade and monetary reserves, and of the vast 
agricultural resources on which the country’s economy has so far 
been based. 

Competing countries are increasingly alive to the growing pros- 
perity of this country: in general this is far from true in our own 
case. Other factors that bear on the extent to which United Kingdom 
cultivation of this market is well merited are: the stability of the 
regime; the absence of too burdensome trading restrictions and, 
currently, an adequate supply of sterling exchange; a basic good will 
on the part of the Emperor and the Government towards a former 
ally; the accessibility of Ministers (and even the Emperor himself) 
when calls on their time are justified; a standard of morality at 
least as high as anywhere in the Middle East; and a keen desire on 
the Ethiopians’ part, in the interests of their national development, 
to attract foreign investment, and a willingness to provide favourable 
conditions for it. 


The Empire of Ethiopia (Abyssinia is a misnomer) is a sovereign 
independent State, now including the former Italian Colony of 
Eritrea which was federated with Ethiopia in September 1952 under 
the United Nations Declaration of December 2, 1950. It is pre- 
dominantly a mountainous country, with arid desert fringes. ‘The 
variety of climatic conditions, coupled with a fertile volcanic soil, 
provides a wide range of agricultural produce. Fewer than one-half 
of the total population, estimated at 10-12 million, are of the ruling 
race of Amharas: the remainder are Gallas, Sidamo and Negro 
tribes to the west and south and Danakil and Somalis to the east. 
The Amharas and many of the Gallas are Coptic Christians, but 
Moslems predominate in certain areas. Absolute power is virtually 
vested in the Emperor, who administers the country through a 
Council of Ministers. ‘There is a nominated parliament consisting 
of a Senate and a Chamber of Deputies. There is no electoral 
franchise. 

Ethiopia’s economy is agricultural and pastoral, and little has 
yet been done to supplement it with an industrial sector. Basically, 
the country has still a subsistence economy, and cash crops form 
as yet only a small proportion of total production. The principal 
exports are coffee (over 50 per cent. of total value), cereals and pulses, 
oilseeds and edible oils, hides and skins, and a certain amount of 
beeswax and civet. According to local returns, including Eritrea, 
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merchandise exports totalled some £21-6 million last Ethiopian year 
(September 1952-1953)—an increase of 34 per cent. over the pre- 
ceding year. This figure will certainly be exceeded in the current 
year. The steady improvement in Ethiopia’s economic situation 
over the last five years can be ascribed principally to the enormous 
increase in world coffee prices, although production has also been 
stepped up. According to expert opinion, there is little reason to 
fear a coffee slump, which would clearly affect Ethiopia’s economic 
position very adversely. The volume of exports of pulses and 
oilseeds has increased over the last two years, but in terms of value 
this effect has been of small significance. Of Ethiopia’s exports, 
the United Kingdom is mainly interested in sheepskins, hides, 
pulses, oilseeds and some coffee. 


Demand for British Consumer Goods 


The increase in prosperity deriving from coffee exports has led 
to a marked, although proportionately smaller, upswing in mer- 
chandise imports. These were running last year at almost 
£19-6 million, and increased by 23 per cent. over the preceding 
year. Since the customs figures are based on the returns of merchants 
who normally underestimate export and overestimate import values, 
and since adjustments must be made to put valuations on a common 
(f.o.b. Ethiopian border) basis, the favourable balance of visible 
trade is considerably more than the indicated £2 million. The 
principal imports—in descending order of value—were cotton 
piece-goods (almost 12 per cent., mainly “‘ aboujedid’’), cotton 
yarns, cotton drills and jeans, sugar, motor vehicles, petroleum 
products, silk and artificial silk manufactures, tyres and tubes, cotton 
manufactures, naphtha, salt, gunny bags, grease and lubricating oils 
and wines and spirits. Imports are becoming increasingly diversified, 
although almost one-third are still cotton goods (a significant develop- 
ment is the increased demand for higher quality cotton goods and 
cheap attificial silk manufactures). Imports of capital goods shared 
in the increase, as did transport items, but by far the largest part of 
Ethiopia’s imports consists of consumer goods. 

The principal countries exporting to Ethiopia are India, Italy, 
the United Kingdom and the United States, in that order. Our own 
main contribution to the import bill (about 15 per cent. of the total 
value) consists of sugar, cotton drills and jeans, rubber tyres, motor 
vehicles, industrial machinery and appliances, printed matter, 
woollen manufactures, pharmaceuticals, spirits, cotton manufactures 
and aircraft parts. It should be noted, however, that the market 
for sugar is receding because of the increase in local production. 
While we cannot hope to compete, in this price market, with India 
in the supply of the cheaper cottons, we are now meeting with 
increasing competition from Japan in the supply of khaki drills and 
silks, and are merely holding our own with Casiiniaty and America 
in the car market. It is imperative, to maintain our position, that 
we should attempt to extend our export activitiés throughout the 
ever-increasing range of consumer goods and to meet the ever- 
increasing demand. The following is a short list of goods in potential 
or actual demand which, it is suggested, offer good trading 
potentialities : 

General cheap plastics and bazaar goods. 
Cheap pressed glass tumblers. 
Bicycles. 
Pharmaceuticals. 
Textiles (including dyed cotton drills). 
Woollen yarns. 
Aluminium ware (particularly cheap kettles). 
Concrete reinforcing rods. 
Asbestos and galvanized iron sheets (corrugated and flat). 
Wire nails and iron wire. 
(On the last three items we are losing to Belgium on price by 
around 10 per cent.) 
Plywood. 
Fibre and fibre-board materials. 
Builders’ and plumbers’ hardware. 


Big Increase of Monetary Reserves 


Deriving from the favourable trading position, there has been a 
spectacular increase in Government revenue and in monetary 
reserves over the last few years. The latter increase has been 
assisted by the traditional hoarding propensities of the population. 
To illustrate this briefly, ordinary revenue collected by the Govern- 
ment has risen by well over 60 per cent. in the last four years (mainly 
due to increased Customs collections), while the increase in ordinary 
expenditure amounted only to slightly more than 30 per cent. 
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Provisional estimates of the balance of payments figures for 1953 


show a surplus of over Eth. $40 million; and the foreign exchange 
holdings have increased five-fold in this period, and stand now 
around the equivalent of £13 million (over 70 per cent. in hard 
currency). Public current revenues were certainly more than 


adequate to cover all expenditure on investment and development. 
Of particular interest to United Kingdom exporters has been the 
partial removal recently of restrictions enforcing the repatriation of 
hard currency for coffee sales. Sterling shortages have in the past 
hindered sterling trade, but foreign exchange allocations are now 
freely granted for all classes of goods. 

Development in the wider sense has been largely financed so far 
with foreign aid. Thus, three International Bank Loans have 
been granted to improve and extend road communications 
(United States $5 million), to finance a Development Bank 
(United States $2 million) and to rehabilitate the telecommunications 
system (United States $1} million). The Foreign Operations 
Administration (formerly Point IV) is also active, mainly in the 
fields of agricultural modernization and education. To date con- 
tributions or commitments of United States $1-7 million have been 
made by the United States Government, and the equivalent of 
United States $1-8 million by the Ethiopians. The latter have 
also provided the equivalent of United States $3 million in kind. 
The country’s capacity to engage in further investment from its 
own resources is, however, unquestionable. Well within the realms 
of practical policy in terms of Ethiopia’s financial position are 
such large projects as further extension of communications (road, 
air and possibly rail); the reconstruction of the newly-acquired 
port of Assab, and maritime developments to meet Ethiopia’s new 
responsibilities as a sea power; the establishment of a new city 
at Bahardar, coupled with a scheme to regulate the outflow of Nile 
waters from Lake T’sana; and the construction of a dam on the 
Awash river te provide hydro-electric power and irrigation. 

Industrially, Ethiopia has little yet to show. It has abundant 
undeveloped hydro power, but substantially no known fuel resources 
(oil prospecting is, however, in process in the Ogaden). Dependence 
is on thermal power plants, using imported oil, and on hydraulic 
power. The following is a short list of the principal industries : 

Textiles (yarn and cloth manufacture, bag making, etc.); wood- 
working (saw mills and furniture); building; basketry; jewellery; 
leather goods (including tanneries and shoe manufacture); maritime 
pursuits; transportation; extractive (including some mining, pottery 
and brick-making, cement); agricultural processing plants (grains 
and coffee cleaning, oil crushing, sugar manufacture, etc.); meat 
canning and packing; match and button factories; alcohol distilleries 
and breweries; ceramics and fishmeal production. 


Foreign Investment Welcomed 


Foreign investments with foreign management in industry and 
agriculture are welcomed here, and attempts are being made to 
provide an equitable investment climate. Conditions in this respect 
have improved in the last year or two, and measures now in effect 
include provisions for: exemption from income tax for five years 
from the date of production, and from import duties on capital 
investment; repatriation of capital and profits; the allocation of 
foreign exchange for business operations and salaries; and the 
participation of Ethiopian private capital jointly with foreign private 
capital. Considerable interest has been shown by various countries 
in local investment possibilities, and the Government have recently 
published a wide list of opportunities that includes the following : 
textile industries, agricultural production (coffee, cotton, rice, 
cereals, etc.), plastics, paints, ceramics, food canning, mining, 
building materials and furniture, paper, meat packing, leather 
industries. New industrial projects in hand at the moment are 
estimated to amount to a total value of investment of Eth. $125 million. 
While there is a wealth of natural resources, limiting factors in the 
development of manufacturing industries are the relatively high cost 
of transportation, which restricts export possibilities, and a generally 
high level of overheads. Potential industrial investors would be 
well advised not to place too much reliance on local electricity 
supplies at the moment, since these are proving increasingly inadequate 
to the capital’s needs. 

Exchange Control is exercised in Ethiopia through the State 
Bank of Ethiopia, and is characterized by licensing for all payments, 
surrender of foreign exchange receipts, and prescription of currencies 
for exchange payments and receipts. Restrictions are exercised on 
payments for invisibles and capital transactions. ‘There are no 
import licences, control being applied through the medium of foreign

exchange allocations. Method of payment is by letter of credit 
unless otherwise permitted, but cash-against-documents, mail 
transfer and T.'T’. payments are widely authorized. At the moment 
exchange is freely granted for all categories of goods. 


Customs Duties High 


Customs duties provide well over half of the total Government 
revenue, and are in general high. Over the entire range of imports, 
they average 25-30 per cent. ad val. 'To these are added a 5 per cent. 
Business, 4 per cent. Health and Education and 1 per cent. 
Municipality ‘Tax. ‘They are purely fiscal, as opposed to protective 
in character, and the general trend in levels is upwards. This trend 
is unlikely to be reversed until alternative sources of revenue are 
developed (e.g. more efficient methods of income and land taxation). 

Apart from Addis Ababa and Asmara, there are only four or five 
other towns of any particular commercial interest at the moment, 
and these are sparsely served by importing firms. The normal 
Middle East tendency for importers to dabble in an assortment of 
different lines is prevalent, and considerable difficulty is often met 
in placing agencies to advantage. Five United Kingdom export/ 
import firms are established to date in the capital. Imports of 
consumer goods are generally direct from the manufacturer, and 
distribution is through the medium of the wholesaler to the small 
shopkeeper and market vendor. Indian, Arab, Armenian and 
Greek merchants, working on small profit-margins, have a virtual 
monopoly of the latter class of trade. Apart from medical supplies, 
and occasional army contracts, there is little government bulk buying. 
Invitations to tender are normally advertised in the local press, 
and tenders usually submitted through local firms. Packaging is 
of maximum importance, in view of handling difficulties at ports 
of entry (Jibuti, Assab and Massawa).

MEMORANDA Series D Nos. 51 M.C.R. 92 (First Revision) 

Supplement No. 5, M.C.R. 182 and M.C.R. 133 Supplement 
No. 1, dated July 5, 6 and 7, 1954, issued by the Canadian Depart- 
ment of National Revenue, **ate respectively that :— 

(1) The undermentioned ; to be transferred from the category of 
‘a kind not made in Canada’’ to that of “‘ a kind made in Canada.” 

12-Hydroxy Stearic Acid. 

(2) Instruments such as Betameters and Gammagages or modified 
versions thereof which use Beta Rays and /or Gamma Rays for 
measuring the mass and therefrom a physical dimension or physical 
property, viz,—density, percent. solids, total weight, liquid level, of 
sheet materials, tubular goods and liquids, are to be transferred from 
the category of “‘ a class or kind not made in Canada ”’ to that of “a 
class or kind made in Canada.” 

(3) Single Row Radial Ball Bearings and Front Wheel Bearings 
(not including maximum type bearings) for use in the manufacture or 
repair of automotive vehicles in sizes over 3-500 in. O.D. and up to 
and including 3-75 in. O.D. and parts thereof are to be transferred 
from the category of “‘ a class or kind not made in Canada ”’ to that 
of “a class or kind made in Canada.”’ (Such Ball Bearings up to 
and including 3-500 in. O.D. have been ruled to be of a class or kind 
made in Canada. See Departmental Memorandum Series D. No. 51 
M.C.R. 133 of May 8, 1952.) 

These rulings become effective three weeks from the dates of the 
Memoranda. 





Use of $ Sign in Some Latin American Countries 


THE notice about the use of the $ sign in some Latin American 
countries published in the Board of Trade Journal on June 19 (page 
1343) may have been rnisleading in thut it referred only to countries 
in the dollar account area of South A-aerica. 

In fact the sign “ $,”’ in some cases with additions, is used to denote 
the local currency in Argentina (m $ n), Brazil (Cr. $), Chile (Ch. $), 
Peru ($) and Uruguay. In all these countries, it is customary to denote 
dollars by “ U.S. $.”

United Kingdom and Paraguay 


BY a recent Exchange of Notes in Asuncion the validity of the 

Agreement on Trade and Payments between the United Kingdom 
and Paraguay, signed in London on April 3, 1950, has been extended 
to June 30, 1955. 


France and Finland 


THE text of a new trade agreement between France and Finland, 

signed in Paris on June 24, was published in the French Moniteur 
Officiel du Commerce et de l’Industrie of July 1. The agreement is 
operative from July 1, 1954, to June 30, 1955. 


French exports to Finland under the agreement will include wines 
and spirits, gypsum, phosphates, sea salt, coke, chemicals and pharma- 
ceutical specialities, tyres, textiles, iron and steel products, machine 
tools, agricultural machinery, tractors and motor vehicles. 

Finnish exports to France will consist mainly of raw furskins, 
timber, paper pulp and newsprint. 

Finnish exports to French overseas territories will include cheese 
and timber and paper products.

France and Spain 


A MIXED Franco-Spanish Commission met in Paris from June 28 

to July 3 and agreed a further list of supplementary and new 
quotas for Spanish exports to France and French North Africa 
under the Franco-Spanish trade agreement of November 18, 1953 
(see Board of Trade Journal of November 28, 1953, page 1135, and 
April 17, 1954, page 812). 

Supplementary quotas for Spanish exports to France and French 
North Africa include raisins, nuts, agar-agar, footwear, ceramic 
tiles and sanitary ware, hardware and sanitary brass-smiths’ apparatus. 
New quotas consist of melons, toys, lighting appliances not electrically 
equipped and calculating machines.

Spain and Liberia 


TRADE Agreement was signed in Madrid on May 26 last, 

between representatives of the Spanish and Liberian Governments, 

which will remain in force for an indefinite period unless denounced 
by either party at six months’ notice. 


After making provision for the retention of Spain’s special privileges 
with the rest of the Spanish Monetary Area and Portugal; of 
privileges which have been or may be given by either party to neigh- 
bouring States ; and the advantages which may derive from any 
Customs Union convened by either party, Most Favoured Nation 
treatment is accorded in respect of certain items, which include 
minerals, rubber and palm oil from Liberia, and dried fruits, wine, 
conserves, and sporting guns from Spain.

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Italy and the Netherlands 


HE ITALIAN Informazioni per il Commercio Estero of June 24, 

1954, reports that the Trade Agreement between Italy and the 
Netherlands of August 7, 1953, has been extended until March 31, 
1955. 


New quota lists of goods to be exchanged between the two countries, 
which will be valid for the period June 1, 1954, to May 31, 1955, have 
been drawn up. Italian exports to the Netherlands will include cut 
flowers, rayon staple fibre, chemicals and chemical products, machin- 
ery for the food industry, television equipment and motor cars. 


Under the current Italian import policy, all goods, with a few 
exceptions, may be freely imported from member countries of 
O.E.E.C. No quotas have, therefore, been fixed for Dutch exports 
to Italy except in the case of fork-lift trucks which are not included 
in the Italian lists of liberalized items.

New Thai Import Regulations for

A NOTICE listing the classes of goods for which the Bank of 

Thailand would continue to sell sterling at the preferential rate 
was published in the Board of Trade Journal on March 20 (page

cloth, wholly or in chief value of cotton or other vegetable fiber, whether or 
not in part of india rubber,’ under paragraph 907, Tariff Act of 1930, as 
modified. 

“Pursuant to Section 16.10a (d) of the Customs Regulations (19 CFR 
16.10a (d) ) notice is hereby given that the existing uniform practice of classi- 
fying such cloths as waterproof cloth under paragraph 907 is under review in 
the Bureau of Customs 

“Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views or arguments 
pertaining to the correct classification of this merchandise which are sub- 
mitted to the Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, D.C., in writing. ‘To 
assure consideration, such communications must be received in the Bureau 
not later than 30 days from the date of publication cf this notice. No 
hearings will be held.”’
